Some students will take longer to meet the
 8 state's standards for high school graduation.  Older students who
 9 cannot graduate with their peers need an appropriate learning
10 environment and flexible programming that enables them simultaneously
11 to earn a diploma, work, and pursue other training options.  Providing
12 learning options in locations in addition to high schools will
13 encourage older students to complete their diplomas.  Therefore the
14 legislature intends to create a pilot high school completion program at
15 two community and technical colleges for older students who have not
16 yet received a diploma but are eligible for state basic education
17 support.

20 A community or technical college may issue a high school diploma or
21 certificate, subject to rules ((and regulations promulgated)) adopted

24 NEW SECTION.  Sec. 3.  A new section is added to chapter 28B.50 RCW
25 to read as follows:
26 (1) A pilot program is created for two community or technical
27 colleges to make available courses or a program of study, on the
28 college campus, designed to enable students under the age of twenty-one
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 1 who have completed all state and local high school graduation
 2 requirements except the certificate of academic achievement or
 3 certificate of individual achievement to complete their high school
 4 education and obtain a high school diploma.
 5 (a) The colleges participating in the pilot program in this section

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 1 (1) The high school assessment system shall include but need not be
 2 limited to the Washington assessment of student learning, opportunities
 3 for a student to retake the content areas of the assessment in which
 4 the student was not successful, and if approved by the legislature
 5 pursuant to subsection (10) of this section, one or more objective
 6 alternative assessments for a student to demonstrate achievement of
 7 state academic standards.  The objective alternative assessments for
 8 each content area shall be comparable in rigor to the skills and
 9 knowledge that the student must demonstrate on the Washington
10 assessment of student learning for each content area.

27 unsuccessful, and provide strategies to help them improve their
28 student's skills.
